' H E news that the Coast GuaM 
has been increased in 
niin''- 
bers and urged to keep con- 
stant 
watch 
for 
untoward 
incidents at sea calls 
atten- 
tion to this devoted but 
lit- 
tle understood line of defense 
for the 
nation. 


Night and day the vigil of the Coast Guard 
goes on 
We read of the rescue of the crew 
of a stranded ship at night and some attention 
is called to the work of the beach patrol, but 
sufficient credit is not given to the 
sleepless 
watch t h a t the mc., of the guard maintain over 
the vast stretches of eea that wash our great 
coast line. 


Now t h a t w a r has come, the alertness of the 
Coast Guard is trebly valuable to the country, 
for they will be called upon to keep their pow- 
erful 
telescopes 
and 
binoculars 
constantly 
turned on the surface of the seas, from Maine 
to the canal and f r o m Alaska to the 
lowest 
wilds of the Western coast line. 
No one knows 
w h a t to expect if the war cloud breaks in full 
Btorm fury. 
A resourceful and alert foe may 
strike without warning, and this m a k e s it Im- 
perative t h a t the Coast Guard sentinels 
keep 
wide awake. 
They are amply provided 
with 
means to sound instant warning to the defend- 
ers of the c o a s t 


By night the beach patrol watches the seas 
f r o m points distant from the central 
station. 
They have to keep alert eyes on lonely inlets 
where 
undersea 
boats 
could 
sneak 
in 
under 
cover of darkness; they must search by 
day 
for 
signs 
of 
caches 
made 
by 
sympathizer.« 
ashore who may be in touch with the officers 
of the hostile c r a f t by secret wireless 
appa- 
ratus, for stores of oil or w a r material accu- 
mulated a t spots known to the foreign foe, for 
wireless station^ in remote and little frequented 
sections of the long coast line, on uninhabited 
Islands oP. the rocky Maine coast, or the eandy 
desert coast line of the South. 


T]ie watch 
must 
bo constant and 
sleepless, 
for it would not be difficult for a submarine to 
land a party unseen 
in the wild stretches of 
aimost uninhabited 
country. 


The system of signaling in use by the Coast 
Guard is the wig-wag method, by day. 
This 
can easily be seen from the central station by 
the sentinel, who keeps his telescopelOr binoc- 
ulars constantly 
rovin i around 
the ' boach 
on 
the lookout for just such signs. 


But at night only a Oashlight signal can bo 
seen. 
The Coast Guard carries with them a. 
blinker 
light, 
a 
small 
electric 
light. 
This 
blinker light throws out a small 
illumination 
t h a t is used by thte dot and dash method, ai^d 
can be read for a considerable distance by a 
m a n with a telescope. 


By the blinker light the members of the beach 
patrol are constantly in touch with the central 
body a t night. 
Should one of them be suddenly 
overpowered by a hostile party, the fact t h a t 
somethint 
was w o n g would soon become kijown 
to the sentinel in 
the watch 
tower, 
for 
the 
patrol l.s required to signal a t stated intervals 
t h a t all is well. 
T h e absence of such a signal 
would put 
the watcher 
in the 
tower on 
hl3 
guard. 


But the blinker lig'ht would be useless! in the 
hands of a coast guardsman whose beat »carried 
him miles a w a y from the central station to a 
lonely headland f a r from a n y populated section. 


In an 
emergency 
the patrolman 
who 
finds 
himself 
confronted with 
a 
threatening 
situa- 
tion f a r from the watch tower would use the 
fl.are light, a torch that each man carries with 
him when on patrol and which m a k e s a light 
t h a t can be seen for miles without the aid of a 
telescope. 


The sudden flaming of this torch would-warn 
the coast for leagues along and prompt an in- 
stant springine to arms.

alarm to the nearest military station, and so it 
would travel up and down the coast and reach 
the bean of the defense system of the country. 


This is the regular round of duty of 
the 
Coast Guard. 
But In peace times tbey merely 
watch thrt sea for Indications of loss of life by 
shipwreck and Jump to save where it can be 
done. 
In war time the work of the guard Is 
vastly more important. Their eyes have bec-i 
trained for years to catch the smallest Indica- 
tion of the unusual on the surface of the sea, 
and no landsman could be so well equipped to 
do this all-important line of defense work. Bui 
it is probable that the government will call 
for volunteer Coast Guards to supplement the 
eflforta of the regular patrolmen, whose num- 
bers ar« all too small for the mammoth wor.'t 
that will be shouldered upon them. 


These will be selected from amateur sailors 
whose eyes have been trained to some extent 
to know the signs of the sea, from the members 
of yacht clubs who have offered their services in 


such gratifying numbers to the government and 
from the ranks of seafaring men who are ac- 
customed to watch the waves and know what 
surface indications mean. 


All patriotic citizens living along the 
coast 
line are depended upon to keep on the alert and 
report any suspicious signs on the water. Every 
coast resident is looked upon a s a coast guards- 
man. 
But upon the old guard that forms the 
thin lino along our beaches depends the discov- 
ery and 
warning of attack 
from the sea or 
treachery ashore. 


The Coast Guard service hunts trouble both 
in times of peace and in seasons of war, the 
litter contingency being in the way of addi- 
tion of duty, as storms ever are with 
these 
men of the first sea trenches. 


A s soon a s a state of w a r was declared 
to 
exist 
the 
Coa.st 
Guard 
service 
automatically 
became subject to the orders of the Navy De- 
p a r t m e n t and the more than 4000 officers ami 
men became a part of t h e actual fighting forces 


of the country. 
In this service are some half 
hundred cutters, which are effective as the nu- 
cleus for an 
effective antisubmarine 
lighting 
force. 


Nowhere, 
with our land or our sea 
forces, 
win be found a corps of trained men who v.lll 
brave greater dangers or who take the casting 
of their lives into the balance of service 
so 
lightly. 
These men of the Coast Guard 
arc 
men who have taken the matter of individual 
'risk as a m a t t e r of course in the day's work. 
It is the portion of excitement 
necessary 
to 
keep^alive the spark of Intei-est in the breasts 
of some men. 


Yes, they are hunters of trouble. 
Long night 
vigils aro spent on the lonely stretches of the 
beach, looking for opportunity to risk life and 
limb, and 
the same Individual 
point of 
view 
m a y be expected from these men now that they 
feel the safety of the nation Is in their keeping, 
just a s much as was, and still Is, the lives »'f 
the 
unlucky 
passenger 
or 
seaman 
blown 
lo 
their shores on the wings of some furious storm. 


No less spectacular deeds of bravery and dar- 
ing need be expected from the man of the Coast 
Guard cutter service than from their brothers 
of the land patrol. 
These men really will bo 
more 
in the 
way 
of 
fighting 
than 
the 
n>an 
who walks his 
beat 
along 
the 
rocky 
shores 
of the land. 
The little vessels, oven In times 
of peace, go armed in their work of 
policing 
the waters, which are under the jurisdiction of 
the United States, and now t h a t attack Is noi 


an impossible thing, they are better prepared 
to combat some foolish submarine 
commander 
who gets too intimate with tne affairs of tht»' 
country. 


No one knows just what activities these ltltl# 
patrolmen of the home waters may be goInK 
through, but no doubt they may be found val- 
uable not only In sfeeing to it that dark scheme« 
are put at naught, but probably will be of value 
in laying mines and in other forms of natiopal 
defense. 


After all, the Coast Guard service Is an emer- 
gency 
service, 
and 
in 
the hands of 
intrepid 
workers who are never at loss how to do a 
thing nor when. 
Called on for service, these 
men act, and 
usually in the right direction. 
They have little time to think out lines of cam- 
paign and are not of the kind that is given to 
making serious blunders, in a calling where to 
blunder is to risk life, not only of the blunderor 
but of the ones for whoso safety they are r«- 
sponsible. 


When the nations of the world are brought M 
peaceful ways no doubt many of the old CooM 
Guard will have thrilling stories to add to their 
tales of daring in the garnering of wrecks from 
the maw of the ocean in days of the past. 


Should war come closer to the shores of. the 
United States than now seems probable. It 
certain that the great military department»- ak 
Washington will keep one ear pretty cIoseljT 
glued to the wires which connect with the CoMI

ples and their uniform endeavor

abolish 
those 
circumstances 
which 
brought about the world war. 
We 
are all longing for this peace. 
Until 
then we are determined to hold on in 
firm co-operation between front and 
homeland." 


Dr. von Seydler referred to the use- 
lessness of all past efforts to

out the principle of the rights of all 
nationalities laid doAvn in the constitu- 
tion.

"An applicant -who is found ,to be 


suffeering with a well marked tjrach- 
oma," the statement reads, "rfhould 
not be immediately rejected, but should 
be given treatment and his trachoma . 
curecd. He can then be again exarn- [ 
ined to determine whether he has re- 
sulting visual defects sufficient 
to 


cause his rejection. In this way, a case 
of contagious'disease will be elinrinated 
and probably a good soldier gained."

(Woman Aquatic Marvel.) 


The American crawl has been named 


correctly the king of all swimming 
strokes. Once you see it done and get 
the idea, it's good-by to the breast i 
stroke, diving and everything that 
used to be fun. The ambition for speed 
and proficiency in this graceful, gliding ' 
stroke must be gratified. 
' 


In all other strokes one seems con- 


scious of labor, effort and water re- 
sistance. These somewhat unpleasant 
factors are less noticeable In the crawl. 


This is the stroke that carried Duke 


Kohanamoku, Norman Ross, Ludy i 
Langer and other champions to vie- . 
tory and fame. 
Every record holder, 


man or woman, from the 25-yard dash ' 
to the mile, has won with the crawl. 


One never rests when crawling. 
It 


is a tiring stroke until thoroughly mas- 
tered and the beginner must be con- j 
tent with short distances at first. As . 
tiarmony and smoothness of action are i 
acquired the distances can 
be in- 1 


creased. This requires faithful prac-'.

mind swallowing a little water. The 
stroke as a rule is easier to do in water 
than on land. 


First let us get the leg motion. Sim- 


ply wave the legs up and down, knees 


stiff and ankles limber. Turn the toes 
a little inward. 
The impetus is ob- 


tained from the feet and not the legs. 


The feet should not be separated 


more than fourteen inches. In order 
to master the arm movements I must 
refer to the photograph. My loft arm 
is just leaving the .water after a stroke 
and my right arm is just entering. 


The swimmer lies on the stomach, 


face submerged and alternately strokes 
with the arms, pointing them down- . 
wards. 
Do not bend the arms at the 


elbow. As one arm leaves the water 
the other enters, and so on. 


The breathing is a bit confusing. It 


Is best to take a dozen strokes or so 
without breathing at first, until you 
get the idea of the leg and arm move- 
ment. 
This is easy. 


Just He flat on the water, move the 


ego and arms as directed, and you will 
be surprised, when you lift your face 
for air, at the distance you have cov- 
ered. 


Sometimes It is well to practice the 


leg kick independently by holding to 
the tank's trough with the hands and 
proceeding with the legs and feet as 
directed. 


In breathing, exhale with the face 


submerged and inhale quickly through 
the mouth shortly before the right arm 
has finished its stroke. 
This is ac- 


complished by simply turning the head 
as In the photograph.
